Our priests find support 
in ‘holistic’ growth plan

The priests of the dioceses of San 
Bernardino and San Diego are taking a 
deep look at themselves and their 
ministry. 


AS A RESULT, their spiritual and 
personal growth as persons and as 
ministers is receiving investigation, 
attention and action. 


The dioceses are implementing what is 
known as the “Dwyer Program,” a holistic 
approach to growth and development of 
priests created largely by Trappist Father 
Vincent Dwyer of the Center for Human 
Development at the University of Notre 
Dame. 


Some of the questions and answers 
coming from the first stage of the Dwyer 
Program have now been published for the 
San Diego priests. And they are 
_illuminating. 


“THIS IS the first time anyone has tried 
to help priests by asking them what their 
needs are, rather than telling them what 
someone thinks,” said Father Stephen 
Dunn, who has been named as director of 
continuing education (for priests) for the 
San Diego diocese under the plan. 


“It is a good vehicle for: interaction — 


between bishops and priests. It is a good 
way of developing friendship and 
brotherly love,” said Father William Hart, 
wiio hoids.a simiiar position in the plan tor 
the priests of the San Bernardino diocese. 


The first phase report states that “the 
priests of the San Diego diocese are, as a 
group, basically healthy persons. Varying 
numbers do, however, show room for 
growth. Some appear to be hurting deeply 
and need to become more attentive to 
their needs and feelings.” 


THE PLAN STARTED with the bishop 
and priests in the former San Diego 
diocese before the division with a meeting 
in January 1978 where the rationale and 
overview of the program were presented 
by Father Dwyer. 


Because of the division to establish the 
San Bernardino diocese, which became a 
reality in July 1978, the first-phase report 
is concerned only with San Diego. 


In the San Bernardino diocese the 
priests met in retreat last month with their 
bishop and Father Dwyer at El Carmelo 
Retreat Center to launch the program. 
Father Dwyer conducted two retreats for 
priests in the San Diego diocese in April 
1978. 


UNDER THE PROGRAM priests make 
contracts with eight to 10 fellow priests, to 
create “support groups.” These groups 
conform to three basic types: 


a) recreational/leisure groups—priests 
share leisure activities; 


b) community building—priests learn 
and practice skills of personal interaction; 


c) study groups—priests explore 
various topics. 


THE LAST TWO groups are called 
“oriestly life” groups. 

Each priest contracts with only one 
group, and the contracts are to be re- 
evaluated after a time, between three and 
six months. 


A-team of priest ministers is trained by 
the Notre Dame Center for Human 
Development, and these priests work with 
the bishop in his pastoral responsibility for 
caring for his priests, according to Father 
Dunn. 


NOT ONLY IS the program being 
implemented in the two dioceses locally, 
but in the Orange diocese and in 35 other 
dioceses across the country. 

Support groups of priests meet regularly 
from 4 p.m. one afternoon until noon the 
next day, according to Father Hart of San 
Bernardino. The priests are encouraged to 
meet away from the usual “working” areas 
of any of the members, and remain in 
some form of “isolation.” 


After the interchange over the after- 
noon, night and morning, the priests con- 
celebrate mass together as a fitting 
conclusion to their meeting. The bishops 
participate in support groups as “priest 
members.” 

THE REPORT indicates many of the 
priests “are experiencing loneliness and 
are finding little opportunity to relate 
deeply to other people.” 


(In a subsequent article, analysis of the 
first phase report will be given). 


Church constantly looking 
at medical ethics stands. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (NC)—The Catholic 
church has no dogmatic catechism of 
medical ethics and must instead 
constantly look to its basic teachings 
about human life, health and sexuality to 
examine new developments, a leading 
ethicist told Catholic physicians recently. 


Addressing the South Florida Catholic 
Physicians’ Guild, Father Donald G. 
McCarthy said the church’s crucial 
challenge-is to discern authentic 
development from inauthentic develop- 
ment. He is a professor of Christian ethics 


at the Athenaeum of Ohio and chairman of © 


the archdiocese of Cincinnati’s medical- 
moral committee. 


THE CHURCH has seen a vast number 
of new interpretations of church teaching 
emerging and presented as authentic 
documents since the Second Vatican 
Council, Father McCarthy said. 


“There has been precious little time 
thus far to sift out the authentic and 
inauthentic developments,” he noted. “In 
the meantime we all—bishops, theolo- 
gians, clergy, scientists and laity—do our 
best to live faithful to the gospel.” 


Father McCarthy reminded the Catholic 
physicians that the gospel makes the 


differences between them and other 
doctors. ‘Our commitment to the 
awesome mystery of human life means we 
will not kill the unborn in the wormb, even 
those whom amniocentesis reveal to be 
retarded or deformed,” he said. 


BUT, he added, the gospel also accepts 
death and human mortality and does not 
demand resuscitation for persons whose 
death is imminent. 


Neither does it demand that the Karen 
Quinlans of the medical world can never 
be detached from the burdens of 
artificially supported breathing, he said. 


_ Father McCarthy said the increase in the 
use of contraceptives and the spiraling 


_divorce rate in the past 10 years indicate 


that individual contraceptive acts do 
generate the contraceptive mentality, 
despite good intentions to the contrary, 
and that the contraceptive mentality 
undermines the authentic reality of 
Christian marriage. 


“CATHOLIC physicians who are in 
disagreement with the church's teaching 
on individual acts of contraception can 
still agree with the basic reverence toward

Chicano poor need to feel 
like they ‘own’ the church

SAN BERNARDINO—The 
Chicano poor need to have 
a sense of ownership of the 
Catholic church before they 
can become really involved 
in it beyond attending 
mass, Cesar Chavez, pre- 


sident of the United Farm. - 


Workers of America, told 
the 1979 Congress of 
PADRES here. 


“We do not see the Chi- 
cano laity with a sense of 
proprietorship about the 
church, with a sense that 
they ‘own’ it. | see that as a 
big problem,” Chavez said: 


HE SAID the appoint- 
ment of Hispanic ordinar- 
ies on a large scale will not 
happen “until the Catholic 
church really belongs to 
him (the Chicano). Until 


then, he’s not going to’ 


support it beyond going to 
mass on Sunday.” 


But Chavez said the hier-- 


archy cannot be blamed. . 


“We need to blame our- 
selves,” he said. There is a 
lot we need to do. If we want 
the church to help us, we 
have to have clear goals 
and objectives with a risk 
factor. Nothing significant 
happens without that risk 
factor.” 


CHAVEZ called for a 
national organization of the 
laity, which would be the 
voice of the poor before the 
hierarchy. 

_Unless such an organiza- 
tion arises, “I don't see how 
the Chicano can respond to 


the church,” Chavez said. 


“Who do they work through? 
How does the Spanish- 
speaking Catholic make his 
demands known to the 
hierarchy?” he asked. 


Looking. weary, Chavez 
took a day off from negotia- 
tions with Imperial Valley 
lettuce growers to speak to 
the national organization of 
Mexican-American priests, 
deacons and brothers. 


THEY MET this week at 
the Little League Baseball 
Western Regional Head- 
quarters north of the city. 


The UFW president said 
his observations were to 
impress upon the church 
the things that have kept 
the campesino (farmwork- 
er) from sharing in the 
church’s mission. 


He noted that the tradi- 
tional church scene among 
Chicanos is the women and 
children inside and the 
men standing outside. But, 
he added, that is changing. 

Chavez recalled a time in 
the UFW when 3,800 strik- 
ers were gathered together. 
When it came time for mass 


“he and a Filipino farm 


worker were the only menin 
church. The others stood 
outside. 


“IN OUR OWN situation, 
we never attempt to sepa- 
rate our economic, political 
and religious life. They are 
one andthesame, andtodo 
so would isolate ourselves,” 
he said. 


Chavez’ audience in- 
cluded San Diego Auxiliary 


Bishop Gilbert Chavez, who 
was to address the con- 
gress Wednesday, and 
Bishop Patrick Flores of El 
Paso, Texas. 


On Monday night, Bishop 
Phillip F. Straling of the San 
Bernardino diocese wel- 
comed the delegates and 
pledged his support to what 
he called “long-overdue 
attention” to a national 
push for Hispanic recogni- 
tion. 


BUT WE are all the peo- 
ple of God,” he said. “If one 
brother or sister is in need, 
we are all in need.” 


Bishop Straling said he 
supports the current efforts 
to establish a secretariat for 
Hispanics in the U.S. bish- 
ops’ Region 11, which 
includes California. 


Recalling Hispanic pro- 
tests last summer when he 
was appointed Ordinary. of 
the new diocese, Bishop 
Straling said, “Let's look for 
the things from which we 
can grow, and those things 
that hurt and divide, let’s put 
them. aside .and learn to- 
gether.” 


UniHi begins fund drive 


SAN DIEGO—University 
High School has begun a 
development drive to raise 
$160,000 to complete the 
upgrading of the school’s 
outdoor athletic facilities. 


The diocese had already 
spent $350,000 for grading, 
erosion containment, in- 
creased parking, lights and 
an expanded athletic field, 
when the project was de- 
layed for six months duetoa 
need for special permits, 
said Robert Edwards, prin- 
cipal. 

During the interim, the 
diocese was divided, and 
the funds to finish the pro- 
ject became unavailable, he 
added. 


The school currently has 


no usable athletic field, so 
students must cross Linda 
Vista Road and walk to the 
field at the University of San 
Diego. 


The diocese has given its 
approval to the develop- 
ment drive, Edwards said. 
The school needs $80,000 
almost immediately if it is 
to have the field ready for 
use in September, when the 
next school year will begin, 
he added.

Task force investigates Imperial Valley lettuce strike

CALEXICO—A blue ribbon task force, 

. headed by an official of the U.S. Catholic 

Conference (USCC), investigating the 

violence of the month-old lettuce strike 

in the Imperial Valley that has left one 

striker dead, charged that various forms of 
harassment added to tensions. 


Msgr. George Higgins, secretary for 
research for the USCC-NCCB (National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops), held a 
conference Feb. 16 in this U.S.-Mexican 
border city about 120 miles southeast of 
San Diego, and said: 

“SOME OF THE major factors that 
appear to us to be the leading cause of the 
violence” are the right to access to the 
fields by United Farm Workers of America 
union members to talk with non-union 
~ strike breakers, replacement workers 
_ brought in under law enforcement escorts 

_ and the use of dogs and armed guards in 
_.the fields. 

He also said there has been “harass- 
ment of various types by both union and 
“grower representatives aggravating 
tensions on both sides.” 


The monsignor also cited the area’s high - 


unemployment rate, probably generated 
by mechanization, as another source of 
the tension. 


MSGR. HIGGINS served as chairman for 
the five-member task force, composed of 
clergy, minority represéntatives and an 
AFL-CIO official, whose report came after 
a one-day investigation. 


Although each member of the task force 
was invited by UFW President Cesar 


Chavez to serve, Msgr. Higgins said, “We 
did not come here as advocates of one 
side or the other, but as concerned 
citizens about the peace and justice of this 
community. 


“| would have come at the invitation of 
any party. | consider it a public service,” 
the USCC official said. 

‘ONE OF THE limitations of the group’s 
work, besides time, was the refusal of the 
growers to meet with them, he said. 

“A spokesman for the growers said that 
under the present circumstances the 
growers didn't feel they should meet with 
the committee,” Msgr. Higgins reported. 


Msgr. Higgins listed the task force’s re- 


‘commendations, which included “a 


structured system of access” to non-union 
replacement workers in the fields by union 
representatives and the elimination of 
guards and firearms by all parties in the 
fields. : 

THE TASK FORCE also called for the 
creation of a temporary state legislative 
committee to. make a more thorough 
investigation. 


Msgr. Higgins said the main solution to 
the problem is a quick and just settlement 
to the strike. He said the group urged 
continued good faith efforts in labor- 
management negotiations. 


Rufino Contreras, 27, was killed by a 
single shot on Feb. 10, on a farm near El 
Centro, about 7 miles north of Calexico, 
when he and other UFW picketers rushed 
onto a field where non-union replace- 
ments were harvesting lettuce. 


Three Mexican-American employees of 
the farm where the incident occurred have 


been arrested in connection with the 
shooting. 

THERE WERE at least three other viotarit 
confrontations in area fields before the 
shooting incident occurred. 

About 7,000 mourners filled a parking 
lot here Feb. 14 for Contreras’ funeral. The 


mass of resurrection was concelebrated ~ 


by 12 priests, all reportedly wearing the 
UFW insignia. 

Gov. Jerry Brown and Chavez both made 
addresses at the funeral. 


AT THE PRESS conference Feb. 16, 
Msgr. Higgins criticized those who 
objected to Brown’s attendance at the 
funeral. He said that when a tragic 
incident such as this occurs in this type of 
a situation, the victim’s funeral should be 
respected and not made a political issue. 
Government officials should be able to 
-attend without criticism, he added. 


Growers reportedly assess their losses 
at more than $5 million since the strike 
began Jan. 19, and they claim losses are 
approaching $500,000 a day as ripened 
lettuce goes unharvested. 


Group negotiations are continuing, but, 
according to UFW spokesman Marc 
Grossman, a quick settlement does not 
seem apparent. 


HOWEVER, one firm, Sun Harvest, has 
started its own private talks with the UFW. 

The union is seeking to increase the 
minimum farm labor wage from $3.70 to 
$5.25 an hour and wages for other job 
Classifications up to 90 percent.

strong in the tradition of the first evangelization, 
become again strong with the awareness of the 
whole people of God, with the strength of its own

But at the same time, one has the impression 
that they have accepted Jesus Christ and his 
gospel; that in that community of faith a meeting of 
the “old” with the “new” has been effected. 


The-church must always reveal Jesus Christ. He 
is a historical reality and at the same time he is 
above history. He is a reality that does not stop 
outside man. The reason for his existence is to be 
and to operate in man, to constitute the source and 
ferment of new life in every man. 


To evangelize does not mean only to tell “about 
Christ.” To announce Christ signifies acting so that 
man—the one to whom this. announcement is 
directed—“may believe,” that is, may see himself 
in Christ; may discover in him the adequate 
dimension of his own life; simply, may discover 
himself in Christ. 


The fact of finding oneself in Christ, which is 


precisely the fruit of evangelization, becomes the 
substantial liberation. of man. Service to the gospel 


is service to freedom in the Spirit. 


The man who has found himself in Christ, has 
found the way of the consequent liberation of his 
own humanity through the overcoming of all his 
limitations and weaknesses; through liberation 
from his own situation of sin and from the multiple 
structures of sin, which weigh upon the life of 
society and of individuals.—To a general audience 
following the closing of the general assembly of the 
Latin American bishops.

On the screens

After 25 years of government assur- 
ances, the potential health hazards of low- 
level atomic radiation are once again very 
much in the news. Adding fuel to the 
growing controversy over the radiation 
issue is Paul Jacobs and the Nuclear 
Gang, a documentary airing Sunday, Feb. 
25, at 8 p.m. on PBS. 


Paul Jacobs was a journalist who in 
1957 began investigating reports that 
small towns in. Utah and Arizona were 
subject to radioactive fallout from nearby 
nuclear bomb testing sites. Few paid 
attention to his charges of laxity on the 


» part of the Atomic Energy Commission in 


monitoring the effect of the radiation from 
these tests. 


The matter was seemingly ended by the 
1963 treaty banning nuclear tests in the 
atmosphere. But not for Jacobs, who 
continued over the years to interview 
people living in the test fallout area, many 
of whom became cancer victims, as did 
Jacobs himself—he died in January 1978 
of lung cancer contracted, he maintained, 
visiting a fallout site. 

This documentary relates the story of 
Jacobs’ investigation with footage he 
himself shot in 1971 and footage made 
with him in the final months of his life. 
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What do we do with his gifts?

Program adds fuel to radiation issue 


There is no doubt in the minds of those he 
interviewed that the cause of their cancer 
was directly related to the atomic bomb 
tests of the 1950s. 


However convincing such testimony 
may be on an emotional level, thescientific 
evidence is open to contradictory interpre- 
tation. Spokesmen for government agen- 
cies dispute the findings of public health 
officials and independent medical re- 
searchers in linking particular cases of 
cancer with low-level radiation. 


What seems clearly documented in this 
program is the cavalier attitude of the AEC 
and other government agencies toward 
safeguarding the public from the long- 
range effects of radiation. These agencies 
seem to have been more concerned witha 
public relations campaign selling the idea 
that atomic testing was harmless than 
they were in checking what happened to 
people in the years after exposure to small 
amounts of radiation. 


The lessons to be learned from this 
program are pointed at the nuclear energy 
industry. Despite repéated .assurances 
that there is no-serious danger from 
radiation in nuclear plants, the program 
cites the Rocky Flats Arsenal and the 
Portsmouth Naval Shipyard as two exam- 


ples where medical researchers have 
found otherwise. 


This provocative documentary is in- 
tended to make the viewer ask some 
questions about matters that directly 
affect the public. It achieves its purpose 
responsibly and is an example of 
advocacy journalism at its best.

What does commitment 
mean for all of us 


Charged with a mission

The gospel accounts of Jesus sending his 
disciples out on a mission are scattered 
throughout several different contexts. 
Matthew, for instance, gathered the mission- 
instruction material together to form one of 
the five great discourses which make up the 
body of his gospel (Matthew 10:5-42). 


This is an indication that the evangelists 
were not primarily concerned with the 
historical mission and instruction. Rather, 
they were intent on the immediacy of that 
mission in their own churches and on the 
conditions affecting the spread of the word in 
their own day. 

THERE WAS a definite immediacy and 
urgency in Jesus’ actual sending out of his 
disciples. This comes through clearly in Mark. 


Opposition to Jesus has been growing in 
intensity. Already his “official” adversaries 
are plotting his downfall (Mark 3:6), his 
relatives are uneasy about his activities (Mark 
3:21), and his own townspeople have repulsed 
him (Mark 6:1-6). According to Luke 4:28-30,

Meditation is necessary in order to heal the division in us. 
Hypocrisy, phoniness, inauthenticity are all the result of an 
unexamined life. Peter told Jesus that he would never deny 
him, that he would follow him to death. Yet, poor Peter could 
not even stay awake to pray with Jesus. (Mark 14:37-41) 


The division between flesh and spirit is a radical source of 


hypocricy. If we do not face this hypocrisy by constant 
meditation, we run the risk of being surprised by our weakness 


as Peter was.

Meditation, as honest reflection, cuts through pretense and _ 
brings us face to face with ourselves. The Lord Jesus often 
arranges our lives in his Divine Providence in order that we 

- might see the disparity between our thoughts and our actions. 


If in the face of this disorder we are unable to sit down and 
quietly face reality, and go to Jesus in hope for a solution, we 
will turn in on ourselves in hatred. 


BOILING BENEATH the surface of the unexamined life is 


a quiet desperation made up of various fears, shame and self- 
doubts. If these are not faced squarely in the light of Jesus’ 


composed of several isolated bits of 
traditional material, much of it reflecting the 
situation of the missionary church of the first 
century rather than the circumstances of 
Jesus’ ministry—a procedure characteristic 
of this gospel. 


THE GOSPELS were not written as “lives 
of Christ,” but as proclamations of the faith of 
the apostolic church and as instructions for 
that church in its actual circumstances. 

Accordingly, the readers of Matthew are 
warned of the uneven odds under which they 
would be proclaiming the good news. They 
will be “like sheep among wolves” and will 
have to keep their wits about them, exercising 
prudence at every step, “clever as snakes and 
innocent as doves” (Matthew 10:16-17). 

The composite nature of the instruction is 
indicated by the fact that in Matthew 10:5-6, 
they are told: “Do not visit pagan territory and 
do not enter into a Samaritan town. Go 
instead after the lost sheep of the house of 


Israel.” 
AND MATTHEW 10:18, which reflects _ 


their actual situation, says: “You will be 
brought to trial before rulers and kings, to 


give witness before them and before the . 


Gentiles on my account.” This was a hard fact 
when Matthew was written, some time 
between 80 and 90 A.D. 


But it was also a consoling fact that, by this 
time, the Spirit had been active in their midst, 
and they- could look to their own experience 
to realize they could carry on with full 
assurance, for “when they hand you over, do 
not worry about what you will say or how you 
will say it. When the hour comes, you will be 
given what to say. You yourselves will not be 
the speakers; the Spirit of your Father will be 
speaking in you” (Matthew 10:19-20). 


Jesus gave this strange melange of 
instructions. Applications of those instruc- 
tions to the early Christian communities 
make it necessary to read this whole chapter 
carefully, and to put individual verses in their 
proper contexts. 


BUT THE MESSAGE is relevant for 


-every age of the church: an urgent challenge 


to proclaim God’s reign in people’s hearts, 


and reassurance that no matter what 


difficulties the heralds of the gospel may 
encounter, their efforts, zealous yet 
intelligent, courageous yet prudent, will be 


“ seconded by the Lord’s Spree brought t to 


a happy conclusion: 


Through the gospels the message of Jesus 
reaches out to the church of all times, and we 
who read them and witness to him in our lives, 
become “people in the (risen) life of Jesus.” 
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saving love they become pure self-hatred. 


Self-hatred is an ugly cancer which eats away at the whole 
personality. Jesus said that we should love others as he loves 


us. (John 13:34) Jesus said we should love others as we love 


ourselves. (Mark 12:30) 


If we cannot believe in Jesus’ love and if we cannot sit down 
to take our hurts and frustrations to Jesus’ love, we will be 
devoured by those frustrations. 


MEDITATION IS NOT easy; however a little preventive 
medicine each day is easier to take than a major operation. If it 
is difficult now to sit down and face Jesus’ love consider what it 
will be like when the self-hatred becomes overwhelming.

Designed to attract women at point. of 
passage from housewives to job market, the 
course was immediately filled not only by its 
target students but also by men and women, 
young and old, employed and unemployed or 
underemployed, who were looking for a 
change in lifestyle. ; 

ONEIS TEMPTED to observe that any- 
one still serving the same commitment made 
years ago is stale. Indeed, some are, especial- 
ly if it’s the same thing in the same old way. 

However, many of the world’s most 
exciting, contributing citizens are those who 
have pursued one dream all their lives: Golda 
Meir, Martin Luther King, Maisie Ward. And 
each held their marriage commitment dearly. 

Much depends on whether the commit- 


good thing? 


ment was a good thing in the first place and 
whether, given its initial worth, its time has 
passed. 


SOME COMMITMENTS are continually 
mind-opening and spiritually -uplifting, an 
inspiration to everyone, while others begin to 
grate, making us smaller instead of larger 
people. 

If commitments limit opportunities instead 
of widening them, narrow insights and 
compassion instead’ of-expanding them and 
generally leave us feeling less a person than 
we might be, it is time for a reappraisal. 

On the other hand, it may not be the 
commitment that is at fault but our attitude 
toward it and our method of handling it. Or it 
may be that we let one commitment become 


. more important than it deserves; while it 


could be taking up only an aspect of our lives, 
it is taking over. 


I SUSPECT that more,than one commit- 
ment has failed us because it never really got 


to be a commitment, but was something we 
tried to succeed at without honestly paying 
our dues. 


It is certain that, happy accidents aside, no 
worthwhile, enduring accomplishment has 
ever been achieved by half-hearted effort and 
lukewarm responsibility, nor without pain and 
sacrifice. 


We need look no further than the gospel to 
see that Jesus and his friends were advocates 
of the mid-life career crisis. 


WE KNOW that when Jesus left Nazareth 
at the age of 30, his life took a new, public 
direction. Two sets of brothers, Peter and 
Andrew and James and John, abandoned 
their fishing nets to become apostles. 
Matthew left his custom- house to follow 
Jesus. : 


In taking on their new commitments these 
men were not necessarily rejecting bad 
pursuits, but choosing better ones. In the 
modern idiom, they had gone through an 
identity crisis, re-evaluated and established 
new priorities. 


Jesus bade all people to take a good look at 


' their lives and urged them to listen to his 


words, for his words were the path to the 
kingdom of God. His way had new elements, 
was difficult and often uncomfortable. And it 


always asked, as it does today, for Domne 
commitment. 


JESUS GAVE US a perfect example of 
permanent commitment: his permanent 
commitment to God the Father, to people, to 
his family and all the afflicted. 


When others’ needs conflicted with his 
personal choice, he served others. Jesus 
performed countless miracles against the 
counsel of his apostles who thought the

benefactor unworthy, the moment unwise, 


the method inconvenient. 


Not every commitment we make in life 
merits permanency, but obviously some do. 
We ean only know which by periodically 
taking time to review ever changing situations 
against our goals, the needs of those for 
whom we are responsible, and the guidelines 
of a Christian conscience. 


THE FIRST criterion must be what best 
serves the law and purpose of God, and 
individual return of his grace and his gifts 
discovered through serious self-examination 


* and prayer. 


St. John celebrates the diversity of talents 
bestowed on people and tells us that those 
who do God’s work, however humble or 
grand, infallibly reflect two signs of the spirit of 
God within us: love and joy.

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Christ took hold of her and her life

Born and bred in a Jewish intellectual and 
cultural milieu, Simone Weil possessed both 
the intelligence to shine in such a situation as 
well as a moral sensitivity that equipped her to 
share her values with others. 


In her early training she was taught, as were 
many others of her generation, that human 
progress was inevitable and that the 
traditional miseries which afflicted mankind 
would certainly be overcome by the powers of 
science, human inventiveness and personal 
energy. , 

DARWIN’S THEORY of evolution im- 
pressed her as so many others with the idea 
that progress was bred into the very nature of 
things. She would know of Marx’s vision of 
paradise on earth for the working poor and 
Freud’s loosening of the chains of guilt that 
drove people mad. : 

Her youthful idealism could hardly have 
more support and her native desire to help 
bring about the fulfillment of earthly dreams 
was echoed by the opinion-makers of the day. 

Then came World War I. She saw the 
genius of science used to devastate the 
environment of her native France, kill more 


men than any war in history (up until then) 
and plunge the world into deep sorrow and 
depression. The tragedy of that war produced 
in her a disillusionment with the naive ideas of 
progress. 

FORTUNATELY, it did not blunt her 
love of people and her willingness to identify 
with and reach out to help those affected by 
pain and loss. Her instinctive idealism 
survived the illusion of progress and disclosed 
to her the fact that tragedy is a perennial 
condition of mankind. 

After the war, in the line with many of the 
left-wing intellectuals of the day, Simone Weil 
lent her support to Marxism. She found 
herself attracted to the strategies of anar- 
chists in their efforts to overthrow oppressive 
governments. _ 

She earned a degree in philosophy and then 
joined practical movements to liberate the 
oppressed of Europe. She took part in social 
action movements, participated in strikes and 
involved herself with the anarchists in the’ 
Spanish Civil War. 

SIMONE WEIL was a hard line agnostic 
and anti-clerical until 1938: During a visit to 
the. Benedictine Abbey of Solesmes, she 
experienced a religious conversion. 


The monks of Solesmes had spurred a 
liturgical renewal and restored the Gregorian 
chant to its original prominence and beauty. 
Through a revitalized liturgy the monks 
offered a haven for spiritual renewal and 
growth. 

Simone Weil felt that spiritual presence and 
proclaimed, “Christ took hold of me.” From 


‘then on she believed in his love, affirmed his 


divinity and began to understand the meaning 


. of his passion. 


- THE NAZI conquest of France and its 
anti-Semitic policies drove her to seek refuge 
in Provence. She took a job as a farm worker 
while finding spiritual guidance from Father 
Perrin. She learned from him the value of 
prayer, the meaning of the Eucharist and the 
importance of staying in relationship with 
God. 


She never joined the church, but thought - 


much about it. 

Both as an intellectual, a Marxist andaJew 
she carried in her head too many arguments 
against joining a church which her previous 
training had taught her to avoid. 

FROM HER JEWISH background she 
would have remembered the. centuries of 
hostility between her religion and the church. 


Marxism would have drilled into her the 
principle that religion was the opiate of the 
people. 

Her intellectual pursuits would have 
molded her into’a pure rationalist unable to 
abide in a church which seemed to her peers a 
center of superstition. 

Despite this, she found faith in God and 
Jesus. She grew to love the church that 
provided her with such spiritual warmth and 
hope. 

WITH MORE TIME and in a more 
tranquil situation, she may well have finally 
gone beyond the vestibule and into the 
church. But her conversion to Christ took 
place just as World War II began. She died in 
London during the turmoil of the blitz in 1943. 

She loved the spiritual side of the church, 
but she could not see how it would help her 
beloved poor and oppressed. In the postwar 
church that would have become more 
evident. 

Her spiritual gift to us is the need to retaina 
passion for spiritual growth in Christ as well 
as passion for liberating the oppressed of the 
world. How well she would have understood 
and loved the church’s call today for peace 
and justice.

Unfortunately, that pleasure-seeking, 
commitment-avoiding philosophy may in 
conscious or unconscious fashion govern the 


lives of many contemporary people. It - 


certainly spells death to the type of perma- 
nent and exclusive pledge involved in a 
Catholic marriage. 


THE VOWS OF OUR revised ritual go © 


like this: “I promise to be true to you in good 
times and in bad, in sickness and in health. I 
will love you and honor you all the days of my 
life.” 


Yet Saturday after Saturday young lovers 
continue to go before the altar and recite 
these promises of fidelity and commitment, 

not only here in the United States, but on 


other continents as well. 


The hamlet of Mount Olivet in the tiny 
mountainous kingdom ‘of Lesotho in Africa 
does not have a large population. It appeared, 
however, that most of its residents, at least 
nearly all the children, came to the parish 
church for Simon and Angela’ 's wedding. 

SIMON, 29, serious and quiet—the groom 
is expected to react in that fashion according 
to their culture—had been courting Angela 
for nearly three years. 


Angela, 22, teaches at the mission school. 
Throughout the service she looked pensive 


and sad, shedding tears at the exchange of 


consent—the bride must react in that fashion 
to express her sorrow at leaving home and 
her worry about the future. 


Relatives know that the strain on this 
couple’s nuptial vows will be heavy at times. 
Simon, like 40 percent of Lesotho’s male 


population, works in the mines of South 
Africa and will return home to his spouse only 
every six months or so. 

ANGELA, because of her black skin, may 
not join him there and establish a home for the 
two of them near his place of employment. 

During his homily, the celebrant encour- 
aged the bride and groom to remember that 
they should become the salt of the earth. He 
told them that they would only be that for 
others if they are that for each other. 


To underscore this message and to add a 
few other practical admonitions, a represen- 
tative of Simon’s family then moved to the 
lectern and delivered a short exhortation. 
Next, a delegate from Angela’s family stepped 
to the pulpit and offered the spouses a few 
words of advice. 


FRIENDS and relatives offered more than 
just verbal or moral support. During the 
customary presentation of gifts for mass, 
many guests came forward with some symbo- 
lic and some practical items for later use. 


These included the bread and wine for the 
eucharist, two sleeping mats, two missals, a 


_ bible, four bottles of Coca Cola (our Western

IRS revises its guidelines on private schools 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice has revised asetofcon- 
troversial guidelines aimed 
at denying tax-exempt sta- 
tus to private schools which 
discriminate on the basis of 
race. 


George Reed, US. Cath- 
olic Conference general 
counsel, said the new pro- 
posal is “a substantial im- 
provement” over the origin- 
al one. He said he has not 
had time to make a thor- 
ough study ofthe new guide- 
lines. 

IRS HAS made allow- 


ances to help schools, such 
as many church schools, 


which have non-discrimina- 
tory policies but which have 
insignificant minority en- 
rollment due to either low 
minority church member- 
ship or the geographical 
location of the parish a 
church school is meant to 


“serve. 


In general, the new guide- 
lines seem more clearly 
aimed at IRS’ original test— 
the so-called “Christian 
academies” or “segrega- 
tion academies” establish- 
ed in many areas to avoid 
public: school desegrega- 
tion efforts.

Waddill retrial begins 


SANTA ANA (NC)—Jury 
selection is expected to last 
at least a week in the retrial 
of a Santa Ana physician ac- 
cused of first degree mur- 
der inthe March 1977 death 
of an hours-old infant who 
survived an abortion at- 
tempt. 

Dr. William B. Waddill Jr., 
43, went on trial for the 
second time Feb. 13 on 


- charges that he strangled 


the baby girl to death be- 
cause he feared lawsuits if 
she survived. The doctor’s 
first trial lasted 16 weeks 
and ended in a mistrial May 
5 after jurors became dead- 
locked at 7-5 for acquittal. 


Superior Court Judge 
Byron K. McMillan an- 
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nounced as the trial opened 
that he would consider 
allowing television cameras 
inside the courtroom during 
the attorneys’ final argu- 
ments. Asked why he never 


considered the move be- - 


fore, the judge said, “I was 
never asked before.” 
Mc Millan had said earlier 


that he would permit radio 
reporters to tape record 


some trial testimony if this | 


would not interfere with 
court proceedings. 


Defense attorney Charles 
Weedman said it is ‘‘all 
right” with him if TV cam- 
eras are permitted inside 
the courtroom, but-he said 
he had not discussed the 
matter with Dr. Waddill. 
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have non-discriminatory 
policies, but federal courts 
have found dozens of such 
schools guilty of racial-dis- 
crimination despite their 
policies. 


THE ORIGINALIRS guide- 
lines, issued Aug. 22, were 
designed to deny tax- 
exempt status to such 
schools.

Puebla wrap-up 


Latin American bishops return 
home to fight for social justice 


PUEBLA, Mexico (NC)—Amid a 
fireworks display that read ° “Farewell, 
CELAM—Puebla 1979," the Latin 
American bishops prepared to return to 
their home countries Feb. 13 to begin the 
fight for social change, through the laity, to 
ped they had committed themselves at 

uebla. 


Before they left, the bishops had 
approved a 200-page final ‘document for 
submission to.the Vatican and had issued 
a message to the peoples of Latin America 
which criticized the arms race, asked 
developed nations not to “exploit us” and 
said that the poor seek divine liberation 
through recognition of their human rights. 


“THE MAN or woman who struggles, 
suffers-and sometimes despairs does not 
lose hope completely and wants above all 
to fulfill to the utmost his or her divine 
destiny as a child of God,” said the 
message. 


“For that reason it is very important to 
recognize the rights of the human person, 
so that his or her life is not a frustration, so 
that nature, God's creation, is not 
devastated against the legitimate needs 
and_aspirations of man.” 


The theme of the third general assembly 
of Latin American bishops was “Evangeli- 
zation in the Present and Future of Latin 
America.” 


IT OPENED Jan. 27 with an address by 
Pope John Paul II, who said the church’s 
mission of preaching the gospel demands 
that it do all in its.power to end injustice 
and “make systems and structures more 
human.” 


The day after the meeting ended, the 
pope referred to it during his general 


audience in Vatican City. 


He said he hoped the bishops’ 
conclusions would strengthen the 
church's fight for a more just society and 
that the assembly instills “a profound 
sense of responsibility for social order 
founded on justice, on peace, on-respect 
for the rights of man, on adequate 
distribution of goods, on the progress of 
public instruction and culture.” 


PORTIONS of Pope John Paul's talk had 
been interpreted as a condemnation of 
liberation theology because the pope said 
priests and religious should remember 
that their primary role is as church people 
and not as politicians. 


The Latin American bishops’ final 
document was firm in its call for social 
justice but also placed the responsibility 
for affecting change in the hands of the 
laity. 

“The document-insists especially in the 
action of the laity-to carry out essentially a 
political action and to offer a witness 
within temporal structures,” according to 
a summary. 


IN THIS REGARD the first priority is 
action for justice in defense of human 
dignity, against all kinds of discrimination 
and domination in our time. Such a task 
includes militancy in political parties or in 
positions in public administration, but this 
kind of action presupposes the prior 
achievement of a democratic state.” 


The bishops took an equally strong 
stand on behalf of the poor. “We see in the 
light of faith, as a scandal and a 
contradiction of what it means to be 
Christian, the increasing gap between rich 
and poor,” they said. 


“The wealth of the few becomes an 
insult to the misery of the great masses. 
This is contrary to the plan of the Creator, 
to the dignity of the human person. In this 
pain and anxiety, the church discerns a 
situation of social sin, of a magnitude all 
the greater for happening in countries 
which call themselves Catholic, and which 
have the capacity to change.” 


Bishop Thomas C. Kelly; general 
secretary of the (U.S.) National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops (NCCB) and an 
observer to the assembly, said the 
conclusions of the meeting “will have a 
heavy impact on the church in the United 
States.” 


HE AND ARCHBISHOP John R. Quinnof 
San Francisco, NCCB president, sent a 
joint méssage to the Latin American 
bishops shortly before the meeting ended. 


“Already your deliberations, guided and 
inspired by the words of our Holy Father, 
Pope John Paul Il, have helped renew for 
Catholics everywhere their understanding 
of evangelization and integral human 
development in our times,” they said.

human sexuality which is the gospel 
value,” he said. 


“Hence, even'in the face of the 
contraception controversy, a broad 
consensus does exist on the unique value 
of conjugal sexuality and the importance 
of avoiding the so-called ‘contraceptive 
mentality.’” 


He called on Catholic physicians to have 
a deep spiritual life and strong intellectual 
formation and urged them to influence the 
health care environment in favor of gospel 
values at staff and professional meetings 
and in community and political action. 


“Authentic medical morality is not 
merely a series of ‘no’s’ ora legalistic code 
of moral prohibitions,” Father McCarthy 
said. “Rather it is a continual ‘yes’ to 
respecting the goodness of human life, 
health and conjugal sexuality.”

Pro-lifers show aborted babies to feminists 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
Militant pro-lifers from Cle- 
veland stunned feminists 
and members of the press 
when_ they exhibited two 
dead female abortion vic- 
tims at a press conference 
sponsored by the pro-abor- 
tion National Organization 
for Women Feb. 15. 


The action brought gasps 
and angry cries from many 
of those present atthe press 
‘conference marking the 
close of a meeting between 
pro-life and pro-abortion 
leaders. 


SOME WOMEN present 
cried; others shouted angri- 
ly at the pro-life contingent 
for introducing discord into 
what had been termed an 
“amicable” meeting be- 
tween leaders of 20 pro- 
abortion groups and eight 
pro-life groups. 

A leader of the Cleveland 
pro-life contingent, Nancy 
Hackle of PEACE (People 
Expressing a Concern for 
Everyone), said the action 
was taken to demonstrate 
the falsity of feministclaims 
to speak on behalf of fe- 
males. 


Calling the two abortion 
victims “our sisters brutally 
and silently destroyed,” 
Hackle addressed the press 
conference while another 
Cleveland PEACE member 
displayed the two well- 
formed girls, who had been 
aborted Feb. 12, according 
to members of the Cleve- 
land group. 


THE DRAMATIC gesture 
came about 15 minutes into 
the press conference, after 
both feminist and pro-life 
leaders had announced 
they would meet again April 
19 to pursue their dialogue 
aimed at finding areas-in 
which pro- and anti-abor- 
tion forces could work. 


The Feb. 15 meeting at 
Washington's Madison Ho- 
tel was “productive and 
amicable,” said Eleanor 
Smeal, president of NOW, 
which called forthe meeting 
on Jan. 22, the anniversary 
of the 1973 Supreme Court 
abortion decisions. 


Participants agreed that 
nothing of substance had 
been accomplished at the 
meeting. “We didn’t agree, 
but we succeeded in avoid- 
ing the use of flag words,” 
said the NOW leader. 


HER ASSESSMENT of the 
meeting drewanodfrom Dr. 
Mildred Jefferson of Bos- 
ton, head of the newly 
formed Right to Life Cru- 
sade and former president 
of the National Right to Life 
Committee. 


The Boston physician at- 
tended despite calls from 
several other pro-life lead- 
ers to boycott the NOW 
meeting. “! thought the 
meeting would be impor- 
tant if we didn’t agree ona 
‘single thing,” said Dr. Jef- 
ferson. 


Asked about the fact that 
officials of the National 
Right to Life Committee 
refused to attend, she 
replied, “All | know is that 
the president of the organi- 
zation didn’t come.” 


THE PRESIDENT, Dr. Ca- 
rolyn Gerster of Scottsdale, 
Ariz., rejected the invitation, 
saying the meeting would 
be “an exercise in futility.” 


Another pro-life leader, 
Randy Engel of Export, Pa., 
also turned down the invita- 
tion, saying it was a pro- 
abortionist ploy to split the 
pro-life movement.

Talking Point—Pope’s first 100 days 


Smiling crowds, tough decisions for John Paul II 


By Jerry Filteau 
For popes and U.S. presidents, tradition says 
100 days must pass before serious attemptscan 
be made to analyze the new administration. 


Pope John Paul I] stretched the period a few 
days. He began his first trip abroad on Jan. 25, 
the 101st day of his pontificate, and delivered 
his first major policy address, onthe churchand 
society, on the 104th day. 


THE INITIAL reaction of many to that 
speech—delivered to the third general assem- 
bly of Latin American bishops in Puebla, 
Mexico—was that it marked a retrenchment 
from the strong social policies of Pope Paul VI. 

“It was widely interpreted as a call for the 
church to return to the business of saving souls 
in the traditional ways accepted before Vatican 
Council Il. 

But that was not the reaction of many Latin 
American bishops and Vatican insiders. They 
saw in the speech and in other papal talks and 
actions on the Mexico trip astrongcommitment 
to social justice. 


THEY NOTED that the pope forged a firm link 
between the church’s special commitment to 
the poor and its central mission of preaching 
the gospel. 

The pope’s sternest warning was that these 
commitments should not be truncated or 
watered down by being tied to a particular 
social or political ideology. : 

After the Mexico visit, Vatican sources said 
the first encyclical of Pope John Paul’s 
pontificate, believed to be on the spiritual 


nature of man, is in its final drafting stages and 


likely to appear soon. 


IF THE REPORTS are true, at the core of the 
encyclical will almost certainly be the themeso 
often repeated in the past four months by the 
pope from Poland: The central gospel message 
to man is a message about man itself—his 
dignity, worth and rights as one made in the 
image of God, loved by God and redeemed by 
God. 

The stress on man’s religious nature as a 
fundamental and pervasive truth affecting all 
levels of life and society could well become the 
hallmark of the first papacy headed by a man 
from a country with an officially atheistic 
government. 

It is a theme that has provided the 
intellectual underpinning for numerous strong 
stands by the Polish hierarchy on issues of 
national social, political and cultural life. 


THE POPE'S experience with its effectiveness 

in maintaining a vibrant, healthy Polish church 
under trying circumstances is certainly a factor 
in the emphasis he has placed on this approach

during his papacy. 

In other aspects of his first four months in the 
Chair of Peter, the first non-Italian pope in four 
centuries has shown himself to be a cautious 
but tough and authoritative administrator, a 
crowd pleaser, and a skilled diplomat as well as 
an energetic worker. 

Under him the steady flow of laicizations— 
dispensations from the priestly ministry— 
from the Pauline years came to an abrupt and 
complete halt. The new pope wanted to study 
the matter thoroughly before deciding whether, 
or how, to continue past practices, Vatican 
sources said. 


UNLIKE HIS short-lived immediate 
predecessor, Pope John Paul |, the pope from 
Cracow, Poland, did not immediately reappoint 
the cardinals heading sections of the Roman 
Curia, the church’s central administrative 
offices. 

The period of suspense, which stretched into 
weeks, was, as one Vatican prelate quipped, 
“better than any spiritual retreat’ for the 
church's top officials. ; 

In the end the pope stopped speculation of a 
pending major shake-up in the Curia by 
reappointing all the cardinals to their former 
posts. é 

But in the meantime he showed the cardinals 
that he was clearly taking charge. 


THE POPE WAS selective in his method of re- 
appoinment. Most cardinals were reappointed 
to fill their normal five-year terms. But four 
were given temporary reappointments “until 
other provisions are made.” 

Diplomatic and political sensitivity showed in 
the pope’s stress, from the very start of his 
reign, on his role as bishop of Rome. 

The first Polish pope ever and the first non- 
Italian since 1523, he quickly took an active 
and highly visible role in the Rome diocese, 
leaving the Vatican more frequently than any 
other pope in recent history. 


THE POPE CONVEYS a sense of control and 
authority. But he is also adept at thrilling 
crowds and drawing a response from them. 

_At weekly general audiences for visitors to 
Rome—to which he invariably arrives late 
because of extra time spent in his preceding 
audiences for Italian schoolchildren—he 
spends half an hour going down the aisle, 
shaking hands, kissing babies, exchanging a 
few words with some of the hundreds of people

who are straining at the wooden barricades to 
touch the pope. 


Disdaining the portable throne that would 
prevent such personal contact, he solved the 
problem of boredom for the thousands further 
away from the aisle by having a portable 
platform built. 


TWO OR THREE times during his amble down 
the aisle wild cheers go up as, backtracking to 
shake hands and meet people on the other side 
of the aisle, he mounts the platform and waves 
and smiles at the whole crowd. 

The pope has not yet given any public 
indications of his plans concerning the 
controversial reform of the church’s Code of 
Canon Law. 

He has-addressed the issue of ecumenismin 
only the most general terms, and itis not known 
how he plans to handle the many dialogue 
documents awaiting official church response. 


ON QUESTIONS of church discipline, the 
pope has warned that he will not tolerate 
liturgical abuses. 

He urged priests and nuns in Rome to display 
their calling by wearing distinctive dress. He 
warned priests and nuns in Mexico against 
involvement in factional politics, stressing the 
primary responsibility of the laity in social 
issues. : 

At the same time he has opened negotiations 
for a reconciliation between the church and 
suspended Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, who 
openly refuses to accept the liturgical and 
social reforms initiated by Vatican II. 


IN AREAS of morality and valucs he has 
forcefully reiterated traditional church 
teaching. He was accused by many of meddling 


in Italian politics when he spoke out strongly. 


against abortion several times. 

His abortion stand, his decision to visit 
Mexico despite the delicate situation caused by 
the nation’s anti-clerical laws, and his publicly 


stated strong desire to visit Poland this May all: 


show a pope unafraid to move ahead despite 
controversy and delicate church-state issues. 
On the other hand, it is not atall clear yet how 
the new pope from a communist country will 
handle one of the most delicate and complex 
policies inherited from Pope Paul VI: detente 
with Eastern Europe. 
That is a question which may take more than 
another 100 days to answer.
